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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The use of the trademark STYROFOAM has been noted in this application. It 
should be capitalized wherever it appears and be accompanied by the generic 
terminology. 

Although the use of trademarks is permissible in patent applications, the 
proprietary nature of the marks should be respected and every effort made to prevent 
their use in any manner, which might adversely affect their validity as trademarks. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 28 is objected to because of the following informalities: the term "said 
composite" lacks antecedent basis. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the Invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 30 and 32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
KniesI et al. (US 2002/0189482). 
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KniesI et al. discloses a light weight shaped charge element formed without base 
casement [or with paper casement] for operative seating within a loading tube socket. 
See the entire document including at least Figs. 4-6, abstract, and par. [0030]. 

5. Claims 32 and 33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Liu. 

Liu discloses a method that includes a light weight shaped charge element 
formed with a paper base casement 20 [or aluminum foil] for operative seating within a 
loading tube socket. See the entire document, especially [0096] and [0137]. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-27, 29 and 35-41 are allowed. 

7. Claim 28 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the objection in paragraph 
2 above, and to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-41 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
